New York, Nov. 28.— A pporial to 
The Herald from WiishinKt^'ii says: 
"President Cleveland lias been dcvotiiiff 
a great deal of time to his annual mes- 
sage daring the last week, and now lias 
it well in hand, to that it can be fin* 
iihed In a ooaple of days. 

"ThiH moKsago is expected to he one 
of the ablest public doeumeiits Mr. 
Cleveland has written during his two 
terms. It will be, in a Hense, his fare- 
well to the American people as their 
chi«f ezecatiTe, and there ia little doubt 
that he wlU embnee the apportanity to 
madt oat the coonehe bolievt oui.'bt to 
be followed by the national Knvernment 
for the niainlt iianec and advancement 
of tlio honor and prosperity of the coun- 
try. 

"Foreign affairs will natarally claim 
conRiderable attention and the president 

will have an opportunity to congratn- 
late congress uud the country upon the 
solution of the Venezuelan boundary 
controvery in a mann(>r fioncrable and 
satisfactory alike to the United States 
and to Great Britain and Venezuela. 
The condition of affairs in Turkey will 
be discussed in detail, and the president 
will be able to show tliat the ordinary 
diplomatic ooenoies have sufficed for the 
protection of American life and proper- 
ty in the TnrUsh empire. 

"The last paragraphs of the message 
to be written vrilTbe those dealing with 
the sitnation in Cuba. He wiU avail 
himself of the latest possible informa- 
tion as to the military situation on the 
island, and the prospects for the early 
snoeess or failnre of the insurgents may 
have mooh to do with shaping his pol- 
icy. Present indications are that ho 
will make no radical recommendations 
on the snbiect. Other foreign questions 
in which the United States are interest- 
ed will be touched npon briefly. 

"Secretary Carlisle is prepimng data 
looking to a recommendation for in- 
creasing the revenue of the government 
by imposing revenue duties on tea and 
coffee, and by incre.^sinp the internal 
revenue tax on beer. Tlie president 
will doubtless express his ajiproval of 
these recomiiu'Mdations. 

"The (iiiancial ret'orni recommenda- 
tions of th(^ message will b,' along the 
line of Mr. Cleveland's former recom- 
mendations and will hav(^ as tlu ir basis 
the advocacy of the single gold standard 
as the foundation of the luonctai-y sys- 
tem of the country. The n tiremejit of 
the greenbacks and tlie Sherman notes 
will be recommended, so as to take the 
government entirely out of the business 
of issuing pKimissory notes. Hanking 
refonii will b ' rrcoiiuiK iided !it the 
sanit! tune, to enalile the banks of the 
connirv to i^slle circulating notes \s Inch 
will be safe and whicli can be i xi.anded 
or coi\tr:icti(l in vc.Innie to meet the 
needs of the business of the country. 

"Mr. ('leveland is alive to th'' ni'ces- 
sitj- of coniiiiuing t lie expansion of thii 
navy and of c( instructing ci a.st defi^nses 
to put the country in a condition to re- 
sist fori ign augn .ssion, and the recom- 
mendations on tin .'■r lines made by Sec- 
retaries Laniont and Herbert in their 
annual reports well be seconded in thu 
message.''

A HO LDUP FI ASCO.

Kansas City, Nov. ^s.— At midnight 
four men, led by Oscar Bridges, said to 
be a bridge and parachute jumper of 
more or less notoriety, made an nnsno- 
oessfol attempt to hold up and rob a 
street oar filled with passengers, bound 
for Indej)endence. 

The coolness and courage of Motor- 
man A. T. Rollins anil Conductor Lloyd 
Jackson doubtless saved the ptwsongera 
from being robbed. Motozmon Bollins 
said that he thought at first that 
Bridges was joking, bat when he saw 
the polished barrel of a 46-caliber re- 
volver pushed against his breast and 
heard the order to "hold up yoar hand" 
repeated, his hands went np. 

At this moment the robber glanced 
back into the car, evidently to see 
whi ther his confederates were doiu;; 
their part. For a second his eyes were 
off the motomian. Quicker than a Hash 
the hai:d.s came down and KoUins 
swung his left fist around and landed a 
blow under the left eye of lii.s captor, 
knocking him headlong against the con- 
troller. The motoruiau grabbed the re- 
volver .",s l!rid;,'i's fell. The ([uick move 
saved till' niotorman's life, for Hridgcs 
jiulli d flM' trigger as he went down and 
Kolliiis iMut'lit the index Mnger of his 
b it lia:iil li. twi i !i the hammer and tlio 
cartriiiL'e. Kollins cauL'lit the roblier by 
tiu^ throat and clioki d him until he re- 
leased bis hold on tlie revolver and 
finally gave up the sfrug-^'le. 

After rcachin)? Indeiieiidi'iic(>, Bridges 
was |)laci d undiT arn st, and brought 
here. .Xfter siii niling two or three hours 
in the "sweatbox," he jrave his identity 
and tb.at of his pals. Four months ago 
Bridges gained con.'-ideralilc notoriety 
by Icajiiiur from the top girder of the 
Hannibal liriilge here into the Missouri 
river ai.il swimmiiif,' out safely. .-\t the 
time lie displayed accounts of )iis high 
jumps in otl;er cities and also a number 
of b ttfis fro;ii a lirm of aeronauts and 
parai hiite junipers of Cincinnati. 

His j»als were Eugene Hidgoway, 
lamest Uii!!,'e\vay and James Uepiue, all 
unil.-r yi ars of age. The Ridgeways 
live at t^helJield, a suburb near the scene 
of the hold-up. Eugene is a barber and 
Krnest is a professional high diver, who 
has iiUnl engagements at the local 
parks. Both have hard nonies. Repine, 
who is 2\ years old, comes of respecta- 
ble parents, who live at Ceiitropolis, 
near Kansas City. 

The gai:.'. which mad(> its headquar- 
ters at (,\ iiIiopulis, are believed by the 
police to have been in the hold-up of 
the Chicago and Alton train at the 
Glendiilo cut, near here, about a month 
ago, and are wanted for other depreda 
tions. It is known they planned to rob 
the last car on the electric line a few 
weeks ago at exactly the spct wliere 
tlioy stopped the car. A man wlio was 
in the confidence of the gong told Coon 
ty Marshall J. B. Keshleer m it and he 
and a force of deputies watched for the 
bandits till after midnight. 

The same gang made preparations to 
hold up the Denver night train on the 
Missouri Pacific at Leeds Out last Thurs- 
day night and again the marshal and a 
force ol railwi^ polioe waited and 
watched, but the bandits learned of the 
trap and postponed the robbery.

DUN'S REVIEW OF TRADE. 

RutlnetM Revival llrliiit K<'i<t I'ii In All 
I'nrtu «if tlio ( oiiutry. 

Nkw Yokk, Nov. :>S.— R. fr. Dnn 
Company 's weekly review of trade says: 
When the rash al orders after the elt c- 
tion slackened many began to think 
business dwindling. Subddcncc of de- 
ferred orders is not decrease of business, 
r.roadly speaking, the gain lias been 
greater than anybody ejcpeeted, audit 
is not si'.rpiising if a small part of it is 
in e.\ce.>s of the present consuming de- 
mand. 

Reports from all parts of the country 
show clearly the enlargement of trade, 
not at all points in the same brauches, 
but everrwhere helped bv a more confi- 
dent feeling. Extremes ol weather have 
made the week not altogether good for 
retail trade, but in that line abo there 
is improvement on the whole. 

Wheat luis risen over 6 cents for the 
week, M'ilhnut material change in for- 
eign advices, which have been on the 
whole less stimulating. Western re- 
ceipts are falling behind last year's, and 
for four weeks post huTe been only lii,- 
012,584 bushels, against 27.003,027 last 
Tear, while the exports, flour includeil, 
have been 0,270,081 bushels in the same 
week, against 0,265,018 last year, and 
are not largo enough to emite excite- 
ment. But 13 cargoes have left Tacoma 
in November and 30 have left San Fran- 
cisco, with 13 more lo:iding and 40 en- 
gaged. The milling d 'inand in the At- 
lantic stiites is also lart,e, and at four 
westi ra cii ii's tlieouiput of rtoin- in five 
weeks h;ive br.'il .i.fi"..").

Wool was and is still boui.:lit Iart,'rly 
ffir spiculaiion and earli er piirchasirs 
are unloading on the latter, but the 
mills are not yet doing much more than 
in October. A few more have been 
started, but tliere is scarcely more ili 
mar.d apparent for staple g(>ods. In- 
cluding sjieculative operations the sales 
of wool have been for four Weeks 87,- 
SN.lOd pounds, of which 2ii.','r,>.(ioO were 
domestic, against 2l.",'!)i',o."iO last yt i'j", of 
whii'h i;{,381,7.')0 were douiestic, and 
24,371,821 in 1893, of which 21,«i3!(,(i!i(i 
were domestic. But the producing ca 
pacity in operation does not seem to bi 
half the capacity of the works, and tin 
?topiiage of sttvcral large carpet mills 
within the la>t 10 days is of importance. 

Tlie colliiji.-e of the nail conibiantion 
and probably of the beam combination, 
and considerablu reduction in iiuota 
tions for nails and beams, giro rca-on to 
l(X)k for a larger demand for products of 
iron and steel, but at present the Ktih s 
against speculative purchases mad 
some time ago are depressing prices and 
Bessemer pig has sold at $12.25, ami ac 
cording to some reports a little lower at 
i'ittsbarg. The demand for such prod- 
ucts as are not controlled by the com- 
binations is somewhat increasing, but 
by no means as rapidly as expected. 

In minor metals tin is scarcely as 
strong as it was a week ago, but copper 
and lead are stronger.

MANITOBA BLIZZARD 

Entire Northwest Now Boing 
Swept by One. 



THE WORST KNOWN FOR TEARS. 

.Cnowilrirt* TuTiity IVrf I!i>;li anil tliH 
Temperature Over Forty Oeirreo* Itelow 
Zero and Falling - Wind Hlowlng at tho 
Kate of Piftjr Mllee an Hour - Probably 

I-OSH nf I,lf«'. 

St. Paul, Nov. 28.— The wires con- 
tinue to bring reports of tho great blis« 
/.ard, which has been raging in the Da- 
kotas and northwestern Minnesota for 
the pnst three days. The storm is tho 
worst known for many years. Tlie fol- 
lowing spedals giTe some ideas of its 
extent : 

Huron, 8. D.— The worst blizzard ex- 
perienced in this section since the great 
storm of Jan. 12, 1888, has prevailed 

since midnight Wednesday. The storm 
canio fi-om tlie north, the snow being 
driven in blinding clouds by a .jO-niilo 
gale. Scores of ti borraidi poles were 
broken down and win s iirostrated in 
every direction. No trains liave been 
mnnimj, but efforts liave been made tn 
clear tlie trackts with snow plows and 
gangs of sliovelers and trains have been 
started east and south, l'^'ars nn* en- 
tertained of sulVering among settlers in 
remote districts where fuel is scarce.

Deuonstrutions of Affei-tion Fur a Dead 
Filter SMh M An Bweljr Wit* 



[Pituburg CommeroUU Oatotta NorimlMr '^rd.] 
There wai a rtmI detnonitrntion of af- 
fection for a beloved dead man at a fu- 
neral in Allegheny yesterday. Women 
teintod and tome Tiolent exhlbltioni of 
grief were witnesaed. 

Nearly 6,000 people filed by the coffin 
in which the remains of the late Rev. 
Chapman ti. Lucas lay in state in the 
First Ohrlstian Church yesterday after- 
noon and loiiked for the hist time upon 
the face of him who had been a pastor or 
friend. Bach a tribute to the worth of a 
ininistCT of tlic (iospel had never before 
been seen in that city. At '.i p. m. the 
body of the late pastor was borue by the 
oflicial members of tlie ooneregation into 
the church when; he iiad twice preached 
on the preceding; Lord's day and i>la(ed 
in the aiale before the pulpit platform. 

At the concluciion of the funeral Ber- 
vices the friends of tlie deceased were af- 
forded an opportunity to view the re- 
mains. The Immense audience )ireeent 
beaded a procession which contiiuicd to 
pass by the open collia almost without 
interraption until the remains were re- 

nioveil from the church at S p. m., and 
transferred to the limited train of the 
Baltimore and Ohio R. A. to be trans- 
ported to Maybrook, Va., for interment. 
A pall of sorrow hung over the crowds 
which thronged the (;)iurch, and indeed 
over the city where the deceased pastor 
had lived and labored. 

Three o'clock was the hour fixed for 
the funeral services, and long before that 
hour 1 ,500 people had taken possession of 
the spacious chmcli at Montgomery ave- 
nue and Arch street. Still they came 
from all qnartMi of the city. They pack- 
ed tiic aisles of the auditorium, gathered 
in the vestibnle and the line of anxious 
people aeekingadmittanee soon extended 
down the stairways and out into the 
street. After the service had been com- 
menced hundreds stood in the street 
waiting for the conclusion that they 
might see the face of the deceased once 
more. 

A committee of ministers left the plat- 
form, and going to the front of the build- 
ing assured the crowd that entram e to 
the church was impossible, but that it 
woald be kept open until 8 p. m., and all 
would be admitted before the removal of 
the remains. This had the effect desired 
and thoosands went away to retam later. 

AVithin the building tbt scene was 
uni(iue. The auditorium was literally 
packed with humanity. Many were ove r- 
eome by the stillinj; atmosphere and one 
after another was removed from the 
building unconscious. One lady was car- 
ried over the platform and down the nar- 
row steps leading from the lower story, it 
having been found impossible to nmove 
her in any other way. The church had 
been crowded many a time by audiences 
gathered to hear tlie elotiueiit \v(jrds of 
Mr. Lucas, but no such crowd was ever 
within Its walls as forced its way in yes- 
terday. 

The auditorium of the church was ap- 
propriately draped and magniflMnt floral 
decorations testified the esteem in which 
the deceased minister had been held. 
Promiamily displayed on the pulpit plat- 
form was a "vacant chair," artistically 
formed of the choicest flowers and on the 
opposite side of the desk stood a larger 
floral representation of " Heaven's gate." 
This was suggested by the fact that M r. 
Lucas had partially prepared fordelivi iv 
last night a sermon of which " tieaven'a 
Qate" was the theme. Tha ooffln in which 
lay the remains of th* deoaaaad waa cov- 
ered with llowers. 

On tlie platlShn were many ministers 
of the Christian Church and other eccle- 
siastical hollies. The services were in 
charge of Rev. A. B. Abbott, of Balti- 
more, a brother-in-law of the deceased. 
"Gathering Homeward From Every 
Land" was sung by the choir at the 
opening of the services and waa followed 
by the reading of Scripture selections by 
Kev. Mr. Abbott, beginning' with Psalm 
zc. Rev. T. £. Cramblett, of the East 
End Obriitian Ohuroh, o0ered a tonohing 
prayer and Prof. Kilmorc followed with 
a solo, "One Sweetly Solemn Tboogfat" 

Rev. J. H. Oraig, of the Shady avenue 
Church, Allegheny, made the first ad- 
dress, taking as bis theme "The Rela- 
tionship of the Deceased to His Brother 

Ministers." Ilo spoke of him as consiil- 
erate, kind and gentle; a man who al- 
ways oonaidered the surtonndings of a 
fellow minister and was slow to condemn 
him. He said that to all ministers he 
was a friend, brother, father, teacher. 
He had been well equipped for the work 
of tlie ministry and had always been 



ready to gif* a reason lor the iMth within 

him. 

Rqv. O. H. Philips, of the Braddock 
Church, Hpokeof the deceased "as a < iti- 
sen." fie said he never poaed as a "re- 
former," in the common aoi-eptation of 
that term. He had preached vigorously 
against personal and national sins, but 
never advoi'ated coon ion as a remedy for 
tbesa evils. He had believed tremen- 
donily in the power of i he Gospel among 

the men to make a clean order of citizen- 
ship, and that when it should come to 
exert its proper power over men it would 
be found to be the great porlfler. This 
was the secret of bis life as a oitiseo. 

Hev. F. F. Ballard, of Oreeasborg, 
s|>oke of Mr. Lucas "as an evangelist," 
and told of bis successes in that line 
during the thirty-three years of bis active 
ministry. He had organized many con- 
gr(>gations and he numbered his converts 
by thousands. In a style peculiar to 
himself be bad preached theUospel with 
wonderful elTect. 

The choir sonu' ".It .-iis My .Ml." wliii li 
had been a favorite hymn of the deceased, 
and Rev. Mr. Abbott delivered the prin- 
cipal address of the occasion. lie spoke 
of the intellectual greatness, moral 
t-'randeur and Christ-like spirit of the de- 
ceased. His life, he saiil, should be 
measured not by years, but by his deeds. 
He spoke at length of the Mr. Luca-" as a 
model minister, pastor and man. He 
had a passion for preaching, he said, and 
at last was a martyr to it and literally 
laid down bis life for his brethren. In- 
tellectually he was great, and should be 
classeil as a broad preacher. As a pastor 
liis motto had been "Work on earth and 
rest in heaven." He visited the homes 
of his people ami knew their wants. He 
was in tensely sympathetic ami absolutely 
impartial. As a man lie had been fear- 
less, but humble. He had been on his 
knees before God all his life. Unselfish- 
ness w as a striking eharacteristie of the 
man. 

Following this address the congiegation 
sanu' "Nearer My (iod to Thee," and the 
members of the church and friends took 
leave of their late pastor and friend. 

There were many (ouchini; dcmon-^t ra- 
tions of atl'ection and some violent dem- 
onstrations of grief. The service lasted 
over two hours and will long be remem- 
bered as the moat memorable occasion of 
the kind in the hiatory of the dty.

Noremb^r 2Sth 1 
Jtid;r'' Hitrr issui d a rule for contcinpt 
in the Unite<l States Circnit'Court yes- 
terday morning against O. 8. Deming, of 

Mt. Olivet, Ky.. for the reasim that the 
defendant fadeil to turn over the money 
due the heirs of an estate of which he is 
the administrator. The rule was at once 
served. Judge Deming being in court. 
He immediately filed a response, in 
which he sets forth the reaaona for not 
paying the money. 

The iunouiit involved is .?S,Oi)). .luiL-e 
Deming in the response says he waa un- 
able to sell a certain piece of property, 
with the proceeds of which he was ex- 
pecting to pay oti all the claims ot the 
heirs. On his motion the rule was res- 
pited until December 12, at which time 
it will be disposed of. 

The rale grew out of one of the most 
famous cases ever brought before the 
I'nited States Courts in this State. The 
litication started over the death of a 
German, who lived in Robertson County 
and who was commonly known as 
" Dutch Henry," but who was ordinarily 
known as Henry Buricke. He was killed 
in a difficulty at a tollgate July 19, 1886. 
ir>! was supposed to have a lart'e ef- 
tate. He had no hei's in tliis country, 
and his only sister, who was in an alms- 
house in Uiiraiauv, employed W. A. 
Sudduth to bring the suit to recover the 
estate f ir her. 'I'lii ie were nine claim- 
ants to the estate, aud after a long litiga- 
tion a decree was rendererl in the United 
StatesCourt in favor ol .\ima AlariaWen- 
ningman, who wan ihe only sister of the 
deceased. Since that time there has 
been an effort to settle v idi the adminis- 
trators and get all of the personal prop- 
erty. The total value of the estate was 
ov<>r SliO.OCO, but the balance in the 
hands of O. S. Demin;:, who was yester- 
day ruled by Judge Barr, was over ^.S,000. 

Judge Barr admonished Deming that 
if the money waa not fortlicoming on 
the day appointed he would use the ex- 
traordinary processes of the court to 
compel its payment, which means that 
lie would imprison him until the money 
was paid. This is a very unusual pro- 
ceeding, but one that is perfectlv an- 
tliorized by the chancery ])ra< tice, which 
governs the United States Court. Tlie 
case has been pending in the courts for 
more than ten years, because of the ditli- 
culty of gettinjj the settlement with the 
administrators.
